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AMOS iii.* 6. 


Shall there be Evil in a City 
aud the Lord hath not 


done 1t ? 


HESE Words are part 
of the Propheſy of Amos, 
whom God called from 


| Thhoah, to be a ſpecial 
Meſſenger to his People Iſrael. Tho 
God uſually pitch d upon ſuch Perſons 
as were diſtinguiſh'd for their extraor- 
dinary Endowments, and choſe Moſes 
for his Prophet, and St. Paul for his 
great Apoſtle, Men famous for their 
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profound Learning; and appointed 
Schools and Seminaries among the 
Fews, where the Sons of the Pro- 
phers were qualified for the Recep- 
tion of the Divine Schechinah, yet it 
pleaſed God alſo upon extraordi- 
nary Occaſions, and eſpecially at ſuch 


Times as his ordinary Meſſengers were 


unfaithful, when his Prieſts taught for 
Hire, and his Prophets propheſied Lies, 
to inſpire a Balaam or a Saul, to ſend 
down the Holy Ghoſt, as once he did 
at Penticoſt upon illicerate Fiſhermen ; 
or as it is in the Inſtance before us, to 
call Amos from among the Herdſmen 
of Tekoah, to inſtruct Jacob his People, 
and Iſrael his Inheritance, to teach the 


| Sanhedrin Wiſdom, and correct the 


Prieſts and Prophets at Feruſalem. For 


fo it pleaſeth God ſometimes, to chuſe 


the fooliſli things of the World to con- 
found the Wile, Since Amos therefore 
| Was 
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was ſuch an extraordinary Prophet, cal- 
led by God for this particular Meſlage, 
and inſpired beyond the uſual Methods 
of his Gifts and Graces; this may juſtly 
raiſe our Expectations, and make us 
inquiſitive into the Buſineſs he was {ent 
about, and the Prophecy he delivered. 
Theprincipal Deſign and Scope of his 
whole Prophecy was this: Though the 
Tews by their Sins had provok'd the 
Almighty to inflict many ſevere Judg- 
ments upon them, yet were they {till 
ſo ſtupid and ſenſeleſs as neither to be 
prevailed upon to amend their Lives, 
or ſo much as once conſider from 
whence thoſe Judgments came: If he 
ſent Fire upon their Cities, they im- 
puted it to a ſecret Enemy, or to ſome 
ill Accident: If he ſent Scarcity or Fa- 
mine, they look'd no farther, bur that 
it was for want of Rain. In a Word, 


if he ſent War upon them, or defeat 
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in War, they conſider'd not whoſe 
Hand was ftretch'd out againſt them, 
but chargd it upon the Malice or 
Strength of their Enemies. In this man- 
ner all his Judgment loſt their Deſigns, 
they were far above out of their Sight, 
and God was not in all their Thoftghts. 
When the Lord then foreſaw all the 
Inſtructions of his Judgments neglect- 
ed, and the gracious Methods of his 
Providence defign'd for their Amend- 
ment fruſtrated, he fent his Prophets 
to them, to work in them a true Senſe 
of their Condition. But theſe alſo 
were (lighted and deſpiſed. I raiſed up 
of your Sons for Prophets, and of your 
young Men for Nazarites, but ye have 
made the Nazarites drink Wine, and 
commanded the Prophets, ſaying, Pro- 
phecy not. When God ſaw his Judg- 
ments neglected, and his Prophets 
abuſed, he awoke as a Gyant refreſhed 


with 
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with Wine; and to make his Power 
to be known, inſpired one of the 
Herdſmen of Tekoah with ſuch Know- 
ledge as was wonderful for him, and 
{ent him to aſſure them that their Sut- 


ferings were from Heaven, that they 


were God's Viſitation for their Sins, 
and that nothing bur ſpeedy Repent- 
ance could prevent their Ruin. I 
have given, ſays the Lord, by the Pro- 
phet Amos, cleanneſs of Teeth in all 
your Cities, and want of Bread in all 
your Palaces; I have witholden the Rain 
from you, and cauſed it to rain upon 
one City and not upon another; I have 
ſmitten you with Blaſting and Mildew, 
and ſent the Peſtilence among you; I 
have ſlain your young Men with the 
Sword, and have taken away your Horſes ; 
I have overthroun ſome of you as 
Sodom and Gomorrah; and you were 
as a Firebrand pluck'd out of the Burn- 


as 
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ing. And by way of Queſtion, moſt 


empharically aſſures them in the Text, 
that there is no Evil in a City and the 
Lord has not done it: As it he had 
ſaid, there is no ſuch thing as Fate 
or Chance; Afflittions come not forth 
out of the Duſt, nor do Troubles ſprimg 
out of the Ground; but they are all 
the Effects of God's over-ruling Pro- 
vidence. 


Having thus far cleared the Words, 

I proceed to conſider the important 
Truth delivered in them; namely, 
that there is no Evil or Calamity in- 
flicted upon a City or Country which 
God is not Author of; and therefore 
in all the Judgments that befal us, 
we ſhould learn to diſcern the Hand 
of God, and humble ourſelves under 
his Viſitations. And for a more di- 
| ſtinct 
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ſtint Conſideration of this Subject, 
I ſhall endeavour to ſhew, 


Firſf, That when God firſt made 
the. World, he ſo ordered the Con- 
nexion of Cauſes and Effects in the 
whole Courſe of it, that Sin natu- 
rally produces Miſchief and Sorrow. 


Secondly, That when this doth not 
happen, God ſometimes breaks thro' 
all the courle of Nature, and diſturbs 
the order of the World to make his 
Power and his Juſtice known, to vin- 
dicate the Honour of his Providence, 
and caſt Vengeance upon the Sinner. 


Thirdly, That even the Effects of ſe- 
cond Cauſes, which ſeem only caſual 


and accidental, are directed by God, 
and made the Executioners of his 


Wrath againſt Sinners. After which 
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I ſhall ſhur up the whole with a brief 
Application, ſuitable to the Occaſion 
of our preſent Meeting. 


Firſt, 1 am to ſhew, that when God 
made the World, he ſo ordered the 
Connection of Cauſes and Effects in 
the whole Courſe of it, that Sin na— 
turally produces Miſchief and Sorrow. 

And here I would not be underſtood 
of the ſecret Laſhes of a wounded Con- 
ſcience, which tho they ſeldom fail to 
attend Sin, yet being tranſacted only 
between God and the Sinner, are ſecret 
from the Eye of the World, and can- 
not properly be deſign d by the Prophet 
in the Text. But I would be under- 

| ſtood of open and viſible Judgments. 
To inſtance ſome of them: Luxury and 
Intemperance naturally tend to impair 
our Health and Eſtates, and either hurry 
us untimely to the Grave, or elſe con- 
| | 8 tinue 
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tinue us here in Beggary and Want, un- 
pisy'd and unreliev'd. Sloth and Idle- 
neſs clothe a Man with Rags; and if 
Jon fee the Field of the Slothful, behold 
it is grown over with Thorns, and Nettles 
cover the Face of it : A litigious Tem- 
per is continually in Broils and Dangers, 
and he that is cruel to others, troubles 
his own Fleſh. A Blood-thirſty Man ſhall 
not live out half his Days: Envy is the 
Rottenneſs of the Bones. And of theſe 
and many other Sins, the Wiſe Man 
pronounces, that they who are guilty of 
them, ſm againſt ther Souls. In all theſe 
Caſes, the Puniſhment is the natural 
Conſequence of the Sin. He ſows 
Iniquity and reaps Vanity, ſays Solomon : 
He concerves Miſchief and brings forth 
Vanity, ſays Job: And Sin when it is 
finiſh'd, brings forth Death, ſays St. James. 
Having thus briefly ſhewn, how in 
many Caſes God's Judgments are the 
Q natural 
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natural Conſequence of Sin, I proceed 
to ſhew, | 


Secondly, That when this doth not 


happen, God ſometimes breaks through 


all che Courſe of Nature, and diſturbs 
the Order of the World, to make his 
Power and Juſtice known, to vindicate 
the Honour of his Providence, and 
caſt Vengeance upon the Sinner. Not 
that God takes delight in ſubverting 
the Harmony and OEconomy of the 


- Univerſe ; but when the Cry of our Sins, 


like the Voice of Abel's Blood, goes up to 
Heaven, then it is neceſſary for God to 
make himſelf known, by the Judgments 
that he executes; and by the Out-goings 
of his Power, to vindicate the Honour of 
his Juſtice. It was this that mov d him to 
open theWindows of Heaven, and over- 
whelm the Ungodly with aDeluge: It was 
this that mov'd the Lord to rain down 

Fire 
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Fire and Brimſtone out of Heaven. 
They were the Sins of Corah, Dathan, 
and Abiram, that provok'd the Lord to 
make the Earth open her Mouth, and 
ſwallow them quick in the Pit. When 
the Aſſyrian Armies reproach'd the Power 
of the God of Iſrael, an Angel in one 
Night deſtroy'd an hundred and eighty 
| few thouſand. When Bel/bazzar drink- 
ing with his Princes, his Wives and his 
Concubines, in the Veſſels of the Sanc- 
tuary, which his Father carried from 
Feruſalem, began to magnify the Gods 
which himſelf worchip d, and triumph'd 
over the ſacred Veſſels of a conquer'd 
God, the Lord wrote his Doom upon 
the Wall, and ſtruck that haughty 
Monarch with Trembling and Con- 


fuſion, and depriv'd him of his Throne, 


and his Life the next Night. When 


the Worſhippers of Bell, at Babylon, 


thought to have triumph'd over the 
CS 3 Al- 
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Almighty, and had outlaw'd Daniel 
and his God, the Lord broke in with 
Vengeance upon them, and revers d 
the Decree, which according to the Laws 
of the Medes and Perſians they thought 
unalterable, and tore in Pieces the 
Preſidents and Princes, with thoſe very 
Lyons which they had prepared for 
Daniel. Egypt for a long Time liv'd 
ſecurely, and her Magicians flouriſh'd, 
but when they began to vye Miracles 
with Moſes, and ſet themſelves up againſt 
God, the Lord aroſe in his Wrach, and 
made the meaneſt of his Creatures baffle 
all their Magick and Inchantments, and 
forc'd them to confefs before the Face 
of Pharoah, that it was the Finger of 
God: And when they continued yet 
in their Sins, and ſtill refus'd Obedience 
to that God, whom juſt before they 
acknowledg'd, he ſpake to the Sea, 
and it obey'd him, and oyerwhelm'd 

them 
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them all with ſo ſignal and unexpected 
an Overthrow, that God ſeems to 


triumph in their Deſtruction; and as 


himſelf ſays, got Honour upon Pharoah 
and all his Hot. But becauſe in theſe 
Proceedings, the Almighty is forc'd to 
break through the Harmony and Good- 
neſs which himſelf ſaw in his own Crea- 


tion, and diſturb the very Courle of 


Nature, he therefore never makes ule 
of them but upon great and preſſing 
Occaſions, when Sinners become daring, 
and defy his Providence, and when, as it 
was in the Time of Elijah, there is a Con- 
tention between him and Baal : Then in- 
deed, God defends his own Cauſe, 
makes bare his Arm, and gives a 
terrible Demonſtration of his Power. 


Thirdly, God oftentimes by his Wiſ- 
dom ſo directs and manages the natural 
Effects of ſecond Cauſes, which ſeem

only caſual and accidental, as to make 
them become the Executioners of his 
Wrath againſt Sinners; and theſe Ar- 
rows of the Almighty, which ſeem to 
the unthinking World, to be ſhot at 
random, like thoſe of Jonathan's to 
David, have a more particular Deſign 
and Tendency in them. And here it 
muſt be obſerv d, that thoſe things 
which ſeem caſual to us, cannot be ſo 
to God, who is the Author of them: 
It is God that gives us all things to enjoy, 
not a Sparrow falls to the Ground, not 
a Hair from our Head, without his Know- 
ledze: The very Lot that is caſt into the 
Lap, has its whole Diſpoſal from the Lord, 
ſays Solomon. If we look upon the 
Hiſtory of Joſeph, his being ſold by 
his Brethren, and carried into Egypt as 
a Slave, and there impriſon d by Potiphar, 
we are apt to pity his Misfortunes; but 
yet, all theſe black Circumſtances had 
wa 
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a natural Chain and Tendency in the 
Sight of God, to procure his Honour 
and Promotion. They were theſe that 
brought to paſs his Prophetick Dream, 
and made the Sur, Moon and Stars, 
bow down before im: Be not angry 
with your ſelves (lays Foſeph to his Bre- 
thren) that ye ſold me hither, for God 
ſent me before you to preſerve Life. Te 
thought Evil indeed againſt me, but God 
meant it for Good, to bring to paſs as it 
is this Day, to ſave much People alive. 
Tho' the Patriarch Abraham was baniſh'd 
from Ur, for not worſhipping the Idols 
of the Chaldeans, as many antient Au- 
thors tell us, yet becauſe God made 
uſe of that Baniſhment of Abraham's to 
other Purpoſes and Deſigns, therefore 
the Scripture aſſures us, that God call d 
Abraham zhence. The Fews crucify'd our 
Saviour, Judas betray'd, and Pilate con- 
demn d him; and yet it was-God the 

Fa- 
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Father that deliver d him up for us all: 
It was Chriſt offer d himſelf and ſhe d 
Obedience, by the things that he ſuffer d: 
It was, he laid down his Life : And the 
Jeus and Romans did no more than 
God's Council had before determin d ſhould 
be done. He that flew Ahab, drew a 
Bow at a venture, but God directed 
the Arrow, as he had foretold by the 
Prophet: In the Hiſtory of Job, the 
Sabeans took away his Oxen, the Chal- 
deans his Camels, and a great Wind 
overturn'd one of the Houſes of his 
Sons, and kill'd his Children; and yet 
all theſe Calamities were ſo peculiarly 
God's Viſitation, that Fob cries out, 
The Lord gave, and the Lord hath taken 
away, Bleſſed be the Name of the Lord. 
From tneſe and many more Inſtances, 
it is evident, that God orders the com- 
mon Accidents of the World to proper 
Ends and Deſigns of his Providence; 

* 
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and that many of thoſe Evils which 
ſeem only the Effects of Chance, are 
really deſign d by God as a Puniſhment 
for our Sins. It was an Error in the 
Heathens, that they aſcrib'd all their or- 
dinary Misfortunes to themſelves, or 
to their Enemies, but any great and 
extraordinary Calamity to Fate or 
Chance: This involv'd them in great 
Perplexity, ſo that they knew not which 
way to turn when Difficulties preſs d 
upon them. But we Chriſtians are 
inſtructed by the ſacred Oracles, to im- 
pute all the Miſeries that befal us to 
an over- ruling Cauſe, to diſcover the 
Finger of God in the Hand of an E- 
nempy, and to aſcribe all the Events 
whatſoever, even ſuch as are brought 
upon us by the inſtrumental Mediation 
of ſecondary Agents, to the Juſtice, Wil- 
dom, and Providence of God, who 
is the ſupream Governour of the Uni- 

D verle. 
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verſe. It was the Lord that bid Shime; 
curſe David, and that rais'd him up 
Enemies out of his own Houſe. Thro' 
the Anger of the Lord it came to paſs 
that Zedekiah rebelled againſt the King 
of Babylon; and when he had filled 
up the Meaſure of his Iniquities, it 
was the Lord that rais'd up Oyrus, and 
call'd him by his Name, and march'd 
forth with his Armies to bring upon 
Babylon a ſwift and ſurpriz ing Deſtruc- 
tion. Can a Bird, ſays the Prophet 
Amos, in the Verſe prececding the Text, 
Fall in a Snare upon the Earth where no 
Gin is laid for him; and ſhall there be Evil 
in the City and the Lord hath not done it. 
It was the Lord and not the Air, the 
Elements or the Stars, that brought the 
Peſtilence into our Streets the Year pre- 
ceeding the dreadful Fire. And it was 
the ſame Almighty Lord and not Man, 
whoſe Wrath was kindled againſt us, 

and 
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and who ſent upon us a devouring Con- 
flagration, which laid waſte this Me- 
tropolis of our Kingdom. For whe- 
ther the Fire was kindled at firſt by 
{ome caſual and accidental Cauſe, (as 
ſome have thought) or whether it was 
done by the Hands of wicked and ma- 
licious Men, ſuch as have always had 
an evil Will to our Sion: (as ſeems to 
have been the Senſe of the City at that 
Day, when the famous Pillar was erected 
as a laſting Monument of Popiſh Trea- 
chery and Malice) I ſay, let the Cauſe 
be what it will, that firſt kindled this 
dreadful Fire, yet the Wind that waited 
upon it, and drove it forward with 
ſuch Violence, that no Means could 
be found to ſtop its Rage, till it had 
done its Work ; This was a manifeſt 
Vindication that the Hand of God was 
in it: And according as we are told, 


moſt Men ſeem'd to have been touch'd 


D 2 with 
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with the Aprehenſions of God's Diſ- 
pleaſure under that amazing Judgment, 
and ſmote on their Breaſts, and faid, 
Alas! This Evil is of the Lord, let us 
return unto him. 

And this is the Duty that now lies upon 
us; namely, to humble ourſelves in the 
Preſence of God this Day, and to con- 
ſider what Uſe we ought to make of that 
awakening Diſpenſation which we this 
Day commemorate. And I ſhall endea- 
vour to lay it briefly before you in theſe 
following Particulars. 

And firſt, God's Judgments have a na- 
tural Tendency towork in us a Senſe and 
Acknowledgment of our Sins. Proſperity 
is apt to adminiſter ſuch abundant Va- 
riety of freſh Delights and Satisfactions to 
the Fancy, that the Soul is never at leiſure 
to retire into it ſelf, and take a true Eſti- 
mate of the State of her Caſe. The 

World will never be wanting to pre- 
ſent 
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{ent us with Baits and Allurements and 
external Objects to employ our 
Thoughts and gratify our Deſires. By 
that Means we are enabled for a time 
to ſuppreſs the Voice of Conſcience, 
and drown the Cries of a wounded 
Spirit. But when the Hand of God 
over- reaches us, and Affliction ſits 
cloſe upon us, this embitters our De- 
lights, and renders all our moſt ex- 
quiſite Pleaſures inſipid. Thus when 
God hedges up our Way with Thorns, 
and ſtops us in the purſuit of ſenſual 
Satisfactions, then there lies a Neceſ- 
ſity upon us of deſcending into our 
ſelves, and turning our Eyes inward, 
to take an exact View of our Hearts, 
and diſcover the greatneſs of our Ini- 
quity. How ſtupid and ſenſeleſs was 
Pharoa" before God's Judgments befel 
him : He had no Senſe of God or a 
Providence, of Sin or the Wages of 

it, 
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it: Who is the Lord that I ſhould obey 


his Voice? I know not the Lord, neither 


' «will T ler Iſrael go. But when the 


Lord ſent Thunder and Hail, and the 
Fire ran along upon the. Ground, his 
proud Heart was humbled, and the 
Voice of God in the Thunder, was 
more effectual than that by his Pro- 


phet. 


Secondly, God's Judgments are ſent 
to take us off from carnal Confidence 
and Security, and to fix us in a cloſer 
Dependance upon him. When Mens 
Houſes are ſafe from Fear, neither is 


the Rod of God upon them, they are 


apt to ſay to the Almighty, depart 
from us, and to aſcribe their Proſperity 
to their own Conduct and Contrivance. 
When their Portion is fat, and their Meat 
plenteous, then they ſacrifice to their own 
Net, and burn Tncenſe to their Drag. 

1 The 
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The Almighty therefore often finds it 
neceſſary to blaſt the Deſigns, and 
fruſtrate the Counſels of all ſuch as 
uſurp his Prerogative, and affect a Sut- 
ficiency in themſelves, and an Inde- 
pendance upon him. He puts a Hook 
into the Noſe of Senacherib, cruſhes the 
impious Politician upon the very brink 
of his Deſigns, Diſappoints the Devices 
of the Crafty, ſo that their Hands cannot 
perform their Enterprize ; makes them 
know that they are but Men, hat the 
moſt High ruleth over all, that there is 
no Sanctuary but in his Protection; 
that except the Lord build the Houſe, their 
Labour is but loft that build it; and that 
except the Lord keep the City, the Watch- 
men waketh but in vain. 


Thirdly, God's Judgments are ſent 
to take us off from too great an over- 
valuing of the Honours, the Riches 

and 
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and Pleaſures of this World. Tho? 
in our ſober Judgments we et a 
greater Value upon the everlaſting Con- 
cerns of another World, than upon all 
the ſplendid Gaieties and Delights of 
this; yet they lie under this great Diſ- 
advantage, that they are future, and 
at a Diſtance, and by that Means un- 
able to make ſo deep an Impreſſion 
upon the Mind as theſe temporal En- 
joyments, which are preſent, and con- 
tinually in our Eye. This makes Men 
ſo very fond of the World, ſo eagerly 
deſirous of building Tabernacles here, 
and ſtrangly indiſpoſed to ſeek out for 
a better Country. But when God in 
the courſe of his Providence, ſends his 
Judgments and Calamities upon a Peo- 
ple, how effectually muſt this convince 
us of the tranſitory Nature of all earth- 
ly Enjoyments, and ſtrip them of all 
thole deceitful Diſguiſes, under which 


aA 
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a deluded Fancy is ſo apt to repreſent 
them. Soul rake thy Eaſe, ſaid the rich 
Fool in the Goſpel, thou haſt Goods laid up 


for may Tears, eat, drink, aud be mer- 


ry. But ſurely he had quite other Ap- 


prchenſions when he heard that diſmal 
and ſurprizing Voice, Thou Fool this 
Night ſpall thy Soul be required of thee. 


Fourthly, The Judgments of God 
upon a People, ſhould unite their 
Hearts in Love and Charity to one 
another. When Men are at Eaſe in Sion, 
and truſt in the Mountains of Samaria, 
as the Prophet Amos ſpeaks, when they 
lie upon Beds of Ivory, and ſtretch them- 
ſelves upon their Couches ; when they eat 
the Lambs out of the Flock, and the 
Calves out of the midſt of the Stalls ; whan 
they chaunt to the Viol, live merry and 
are full, then they are not grieved for 
the Afittions of Joleph. But when we 
E begin 
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begin to have a Senſe of God's Judg- 
ment upon our felves, this mult needs 
forcibly engage us to Charity and Com- 
paſſion to our Brethren. That which 
haſtened the Deſtruction of FJeruſalem 
when beficg'd by the Romans, and 
made their Ruin more dreadful when 
it came, was the Factions and Animo- 
ſities which at that time prevail'd a- 
mong them, which ſo engag'd them 
in the Slaughter of each other, that 
they could not put themſelves in a po- 
{ture of Defence to reſiſt the Enemy. 
Let us learn from their fatal Example, 
to lay aſide all Names of Parties and 
Diſtinction, and let our chief Study 
and Ambition conſiſt in ſupporting the 
true Intereſt of the Nation and the Pro- 
teſtant Religion, which ought always 
to be dearer to us than all other Con- 
cerns. Let us conſider how our Ene- 
mies triumph in our Quarrels, how ac- 
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tive and induſtrious they are in foment- 
ing our Differences, and adding Fuel 
to our Flames. When the Kingdom of 
Iſrael was divided by the Revolt of Je- 
rohoam, then was the time for Shi halb, 
King of Egypt, to fotrage the Land 
and take away the Treaſures of the 
Temple of the Lord. But let us be 
ſenſible of our own Intereſt ind true 
to it. If after we have ſo long lived 
under a faithful preaching of the Word, 
and a {ingere adminiſtration of the Sa- 
craments, and a liberal Proviſion of all 
the Means of Grace, We have loathed 
our Mama, deſpiſed our Mercies, and 
not brought forth anſwerable Fruit : It 
after all the Smiles and Frowns of Pro- 
vidence, there remains the ſame Un- 
thankfulneſs for his Mercies, and the 
ſame Senſeleſneſs under his Judgments, 
and the ſame Atheiſm, Profanencls, 
and Immorality, from which God, by 
E 2 2 
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a variety of Methods, has endeavour d 
to reclaim us, Surely God will viſit for 
theſe Things, his Soul will yet farther 
be avenged on ſuch a Nation as this. 
There is but one way left to divert his far- 
ther Judgments upon us, which is ſeriouſ- 
ly to put in Practice that great Duty 
which we are called to this Day, namely, 
to repent and turn from our Tranſgreſſi- 
ons, that ſo Iniquity may not be our Ruin. 

This is the only Courſe left to reſcue 
us from our preſent Miſeries, «and pre- 
ſerve us from the Evil, which of late 
has ſeem'd to threaten the Peace of 
theſe Kingdoms: And bleſſed be God, 

we have comborratls Grounds to hope 
chat our Day of Grace is not yet paſt, 

that the Door is not yet ſhut againſt us; 
but that we are (till under the Protection 
of his all-wiſe Providence, tho lately

Liberties, Properties and Religion. 
Under his prudent Adminiſtration, we 
truſt we ſhall ſhortly ſee the Peace of 
Europe thoroughly reſtor'd, and our juſt 
Rights confirm'd to us. Iz order to 
compleat this great and glorious Work, 
let us endeavour firſt ro procure the 
Favour of God, by reforming and 
amending our Lives; then will he 
ſhine upon our Councils, and bleſs our 
Enterpriſes, and will no more be a Fire 
in the midſt of us to conſume us; he 
will heal our Backſlidings and make up 
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our Breaches ; he will defeat the De- 
ſigns of the Enemies of our Peace; 
and he. will remember both us and 
our King. 


Now to God the Father, God the Son, 
and God the Holy Ghoſt, three 
Perſons and one God, be aſcrib d, as 
is moſt juſtly due, all Honour, Power, 
Might, Majeſty and Dominion, now 
and for evermore.
